\WHETHER OR NOT the “open market” dec- 
laration of the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion means the demoralization of the steel 
trade, as some maintain, or “industrial war,’ 
as others will have it; or whether it means 
that because of the existing cut in prices and 
the greater cuts hkely to follow there wall be 
a revival in steel constructive work, there is 
no question that it signalizes a most im- 
portant departure in this gigantic industry. 
The corporation, through its chairman, Judge Gary, lays responsi- 
bility for the new policy on the “independent” concerns, which it is 
announced, by reasoneof the depression following the panic of 1907, 
have been striving to stimulate business by underbidding their great 
competitor. To protect its customers, therefore, the corporation 
cuters the rate war and its first act 1s-a slashing cut in the price of 
stecl plates. 

There are several phases of this industrial conflict which deserve 
special Consideration. Of first importance 1s the question, What will 
be the effect upon wages? Another 1s that prospective consumers 
of steel, who have been withholding their purchases 1n anticipation 
of tariff revision, will probably be induced by the lower prices to 
come into the market at once. This should increase the demand for 
steel nmmensely. Another question is, How long can the smaller 
steel concerns withstand the cutting of profits, and will they finally 
be compelled to surrender and become merged in the great monopoly ? 

The United States Steel Corporation, with its tremendous re- 
sources and magnificent equipment, starts upon this campaign 
apparently with every advantage over the “independents.” It is true 
its fixed charges and miscellaneous obligations are proportionate to 
its size, and that, in this particular, the “independents” are as well 
able to stand up under losses. But the corporation has advantages of 
credit and connection which would enable it to weather a storm that 
might be crushing to its competitors. Whatever magnitude the con- 
test may assume, and whatever its immediate consequences may be, 
the American people can rest easy in the assurance that the ultimate 
result will be good. If there are evils identified with the excessive 
combination of capital, and these seem to be increased, the triumph 
must be short lived. Manufacturers in any branch of industrial 
activity have a moral right to conduct business to best advantage, and 
honest competition cannot be thréttled for all time. Also, if labor is 
harassed and those dependent upon the workingmen are made to 
suffer, no matter what may be the outcome of the industrial warfare, 
-another change must follow, for good alone is enduring. A divine 
Principle governs the universe, and it 1s as applicable to business life 
as it is to any other phase of existence. 


The “Open 
Market” 
for Steel 


WE ARE TOLD by Gustav Straubenmuhler, 
associate superintendent of schools of the 
city of New York, who delivered a lecture in 
Boston Wednesday under the auspices of 
several local clubs interested in social service, 
that “let us have schools open not only to 
youth, but also to old age and all the people” 
Is a growing sentiment in educational circles. 
That this is true is as interesting as it is 
gratifying, for, strange as it may appear, 
educators, and especially those employed in the public schools, have 
heen rather slow in-coming to an acceptance of the view which the 
quoted words reflect. 

It has required education among the educators to convince 
them. that the schoolhouse could be used as a useful neighborhood 
social center, and that it should, wherever possible, be used for this 

Their opposition to it was based upon the theory that the 
turning over of the schoolhouse to public uses after regular school 
hours, or on days when school was not in session, or during vacation 
periods, would have a cheapening effect upon the institution. — It 
would change to its harm the environment, they claimed; it would 

ulgarize the school and lessen the respect of the neighborhood for 
it andl for those identified with it. 

In nearly all the considerable towns and cities of the country 
these prejudices have either disappeared or are rapidly disappearing, 
and where proper methods are employed the public schoolhouse social 
center has proved to be not only a popular but a most efficient agency

—for the enlightenment and higher entertainment of young and old. 


In some cities the social centers are maintained for children of school 
age exclusively jin some for adults exclusively ; in some there are no 
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limitations as to age, as there are none as to class or creed. Explain- 
ing the method followed in Rochester, N. Y., Edward J. Ward, direc- 
tor of social work in the schools of that city, who also addressed the 
meeting alluded to, remarked: “In New York the movement is 
especially for children. In Rochester we exclude children, believing 
that if it becomes an adult movement the young will imitate their 
elders.” . In other places, for reasons none of which are important, 
but because of local conditions, there has been adopted a course of 
action quite the reverse of this. The important thing is that the 
movement marks a distinct advance in public thought, inasmuch as 
it refuses to longer regard the neighborhood schoolhouse either as a 
building too sacred to be devoted to the common good, or as a 
material expression of a perfunctory communal obligation.

|. The exports of raw cotton from the United 
= States during the last financial year amounted 
to 9,036,434 bales of 500 pounds each. Of this no less than 44 per 
cent was imported into the United Kingdom, where the number of 
people emploved in the manufacture of cotton textiles, when the 
latest returns available were issued, amounted to considerably over 
half a million. ‘The superficially selfish advantage to these two 
countries of the decision of the conference is therefore obvious, but 
examined a little more closely the advantage to humanity becomes 
equaily apparent. It is perfectly safe to say that a belligerent act 
which would throw out of employment half a million of workmen 
in england, and a slightly greater number scattered over the re- 
mdining countries of the continent, would be nothing short of a 
crime. It would reflect on every other trade and business in the 
world and it is almost impossible to place a limit to the misery it 
would involve. Supposing, for the sake of simplicity, that only 
England was affected. The stopping of millions of spindles would 
immediately reduce the coal output, and the effect would be passed 
on, through innumerable ramifications, to every industry in the coun- 
try. This would mean that the purchasing capacity of the nation 
would be unable to provide for the imports it takes in return for its 
own exports, and as these imports for the year 1907 amounted to 
$3220,050.710, it will be seen how this would recoil eventually on the 
countries producing those imports, of which the greatest, by some- 
thing like 130 per cent, is the United States. Selfishness does not 
ultimately produce good results for nations any more than it does 
for individuals. What is truly best for the individual is best for the 
nation, and what is best for the nation 1s best for the world. 

It is true that vou cannot make war humanely, but it is equally 
true that you can make war with varying degrees of inhumanity. 
The day has gone forever when an exhibition such as that of 
Marshal Duras in the Rhine provinces would be tolerated for a mo- 
ment. The arrangement just come to, which will protect hundreds 
of thousands of men and women from what 1s every day becoming 
the remoter possibilty of the miseries of war, will, it 1s to be 
hoped, deal a final blow to the horrible theory that commerce can 
thrive and prosper on war.

man with the idea that men can be trained 
to make a speech or tell a story in a minute 
with effect. His pupils are tested in extem- 
poraneous address and are expected to make 
the introduction, development and final snap 
Of a funny story in sixty seconds. ‘Time was 
when the average of intelligence was so low 
that few could read and write, and the clerk 
who could prepare letters for others and read them, was so valuable 
to the community that he could gain exemption from such punish- 
ment as would deprive the people of his clerical services, by pleading 
for “benefit of clergy.” When later the work of the clerk became 
broader, and was the public work of instruction by oral discourse in 
matters of religion, that is, the work of the clergyman, he still was 
engaged among those who were far from being his peers in educa- 
trom. Consequently his discourses were long, reaching such points 
as were made by slow gradations with amplitude of analogies and 
illustrations. 

Of one well known preacher it: used to be said that he never 
gave the gold of his teaching in*the form of nuggets or even of 
grains, but beat it out as the gold-beater does until it was like a 
transparent film. This took time, of course, and in those days the 
listeners seemed to be willing to hear undisputed truths explained 
at long length to them. The people of the present time, however, 
have been under the daily tuition of the newspaper from their youth. 
The events of the world, the doings of the great men of all nations, 
contemporaneous history 1n all its vividness with sentiment supplied 
and sensation imagined, these are set before hin? unceasingly until 
he becomes not actually educated, but informed. He must be 
approached therefore with directness, taking much information for 
granted. The moral mottoes of the past are bromides to him. Let 
him be a hstener at some presentation of “Hamlet” and he will object 
to the multiplicity of quotations he hears, the stock phrases and 
current quotations otf men who talk being more familiar to him than 
anything in literature. The fact is that information which once was 
possible for but few men is now what we might call common knowl- 
edge; therefore in any lengthy preachment so much will be said of 
what everybody knows that general interest cannot be held. | 

Instead of there being but few men capable of disclosing 
knowledge to others, almost every man has something of interest to 
his fellows, and the teacher who is willing to train men to tell 
vividly the one thing that is vital, is certainly doing a service. The 
ordinary speech of an hour's length will sometimes fail to make more 
than two or three points; if sixty speeches in an hour can be well 
made, it is possible to have sixty points driven home, and'to share in 
what 1s vivid in sixty lives.

THE news that the Jewish Publication 
Society of America is undertaking a new 
translation of the Scriptures, combined with 
the fact that the Church of Rome has just 
undertaken a recension of the Vulgate, and 
that Dr. Ginsburg is engaged, in London, or 
a revision of the Massoretic text, is evidence 
of the enormous place the Bible occupies in 
the intellectual progress of the day. Few 
people seem to have any real conception of 
what the act of translating the Bible means. The mere fact that they 
will ask quite casually what the best translation of the Bible is proves 
this. The best t@nslation is undoubtediy the one which while adher- 
ing most closely to the letter and spirit of the text, reflects in the 
clearest way the spiritual meaning. Which of the innumerable 
translations does this most successfully is altogether another thing. 
As a matter of fact they commonly take away with one hand what 
they give with the other. 

In one way the old translators with all their defective scholar- 
ship and imperfect texts had one great advantage. They were work- 
ing simply for the love of Truth, with their lives in.their hands, and 
had no personal aims to serve. 
that Tindale’s version remains today the basis of all the great trans- 
lations so that even the great revisions of the King James version by 
the scholars of America and England are substantially his work. As 
a general rule, however, the que man version 1s hable to the disad- 
vantage of reflecting the opinion of one man. And any one at all 
acquainted with various versions must be fully aware of this. People 
pick up these versions, find something which happens to coincide 
with their particular views, and never stay to consider whether there 
is any justification for it in the text, or how much else there may be 
to dislike, but which they will be compelled to accept 1f they accept 
what suits them. It is precisely thi$ fate which overtakes those who 
desire to get rid of the passage on healing in what is known as the 
postscript to the Gospel of Mark. They forget that there are some 
thirteen passages marked tor omssion on precisely similar evidence, 
and that you cannot omit one without omitting all, and this is incon- 
venient to them. 

If people would only give the time they devote to the intellectual 
study of versions to the effort to grasp the spiritual meaning of one 
version they would probably find that they could get all that is 
necessary from the King James version and the two great revisions 
of America and England. Spiritual perception will do more for them 
than lexicons. .
